tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
has ordered major work on the 
$5 5 billion Sentinel antiballistic 
missile system halted temporar- 
ily pending a high-level review 
of antimissile plans, the Penta- 
gon announced today. 


The move comes in the wake 


of growing congressional criti- 
cism about plans for the contro- 
versial Sentinel defense. 


Chairman L. Mendel Rivers of 


the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee has told the Defense De- 
partment his group will approve 
no construction plans for Senti- 
nel sites until the Nixon admin- 
istration makes known its inten- 
tions about the program. 


The Pentagon said "certain 


aspects" of the Sentinel pro- 
gram are being deferred. 


These include the selection 


and buying of land for antimis- 
sile complexes as well as con- 
struction of Sentinel facilities.

"This is a good step, but it

"It may give the postmaster

Bail did not learn he was 


being released until after he 
was brought to a news confer- 
ence Wednesday in the Baghdad 
Museum.

Five American advisers sta- 
tioned in this remote village are 
part of a radical plan to bypass 
official Vietnamese inaction and 
Dreathe life and fighting spirit 
into the Vietnamese peasants at 
he bottom of the stack.

cy, has produced some dramat- 
ic results. But some U.S. offi-

versial Sentinel defense. 


Chairman L. Mendel Rivers of 


the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee has told the Defense De- 
partment his group will approve 
no construction plans for Senti- 
nel sites until the Nixon admin- 
istration makes known its inten- 
tions about the program. 


The Pentagon said "certain 


aspects" of the Sentinel pro- 
gram are being deferred. 


These include the selection 


and buying of land for antimis- 
sile complexes as well as con- 
struction of Sentinel facilities. 


"The Sentinel system is being 


reviewed as part of our over-all 
look at major weapons sys- 
tems," a 
defense 
statement 


said. "That review is continuing 
on a priority basis. 


"Secretary Larid hopes that 


this review will be completed 
early in March." 


Postponing actions were or- 


dered last week, the Pentagon 
said, pending completion of the 
Sentinel review which is being 
directed by Deputy Secretary of 
Defense David Packard. 


The Pentagon said Laird has 


directed the Army, chief man- 
ager of the Sentinel system, to 
proceed in the meantime "with- 
out interruption" on strictly re- 
search work on antimissile de- 
fense.

700 OSU Students Approve Strike Vote

OSHKOSH - The Oshkosh 


State University administration 
has until noon Friday to act on 
a set of student demands or at 
least 700 students will strike the 
university, beginning at 7 a.m. 
Monday. 


The ultimatum followed four 


and a half hours of debate by 
the 20-member student senate 
Tuesday night. 


The senate, after approving a 


list of demands almost identical 
to ones they approved the 
previous night, spent over an 
hour deciding on a date for the 
strike if demands were not met. 


A seven-member student sen- 


ate negotiating team was ap- 
pointed Wednesday to meet with 
the administration over 
the 


demands. If, by Friday noon, 
the administration does not act 
or commit itself to act, the 
student senate will meet in full 
session at that time to officially 
call a strike. 


On the other hand, if the 


demands are fulfilled to the 
satisfaction of the majority of 


the student senate, the strike 
action will be called off. 


While the senate was meeting, 


a group of 55 faculty members 
met elsewhere, and more than 
30 voted not to «TOSS picket 
lines, if the strike was called. 


And at still another auditori- 


um on campus, 600 to 700 
members of a group called 
Concerned S t u d e n t s met to 
unanimously support a strike 
for this morning. 


The group then waited while 


the student senate voted and re- 
voted on seven possible dates to 
seek administration reaction to 
the demands. 


By that time, most Concerned 


Students members had returned 
to their residence halls but 
several lined Uie wtUs of the 
senate meeting room. 


"We're satisfied with the ac- 


tion the senate took," said Ron 
Retzlaff, a Concerned Student 
leader. 


Concerned Students had voted 


to go along with the senate 
decision, despite recommending 
a Thursday strike date.

The Problems at Paris 


The failure so far of the new American 


learn, the North Vietnamese, South Viet- 
namese and National Liberation Front to 
reach any sort of agreement in Paris is 
partly psychological and diplomatic ma- 
neuvering. But it is also due to almost 
completely opposite views of the war. 


The American chief delegate, Henry 


Cabot Lodge, has suggested making the 
demilitarized zone exactly that with with- 
drawals 
of both American and North 


Vietnamese troops from that area. This 
would seem to be a good starting point for 
eventual agreement on mutual withdrawals 
all over South Vietnam. But the North 
Vietnamese have not yet conceded that 
they even have troops in the South. And 
they see the DMZ as maintaining the 
division of Vietnam which was supposed to 
be a temporary affair after the Geneva 
Accords of 1954. 


The American view of the conflict has 


always been that the North Vietnamese 
attacked the South and that the Viet Cong 
were merely dissidents encouraged and 
abetted by the North. The Communist view 
is that the various governments in Saigon 
have always been American puppets and 
that the war in the South is the result of 
rebellion among the South Vietnamese. 
Thus the chief North Vietnamese delegate, 
Xuan Thuy, could say that "the way the 
United States represents the problem is

Nixon Trying 'Total Diplomacy;' 
Payoff Could be Big, Danger Great

WASHINGTON — The Pres- 


ident's decision to visit West- 
ern Europe soon suggests that 
the Nixon administration is 
practicing what may be called 
"a total diplomacy." And if 
Mr. Nixon can bring it off, 
there could be a measurable 
lessening of danger in the 
world, plus movement toward 
accommodation in some of the 
most critical trouble spots. 


But the record shows that 


"total diplomacy" is exceed- 
ingly d i f f i c u l t to carry 
through. And simple prudence 
dictates that, against the pos- 
sibility of failure to make 
political accommodations, the 
Administration s h o u l d be 
building a fallback position 
which at least preserves the 
possibility of progress in arms 
control. 


To understand all this, it is 


first necessary to examine one 
of

foreign 


policy accomplishments of the 
last 
Administration. T h a t 


achievement was the compart- 
mentalization of foreign policy 
problems. As- former Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk once 
put it: 


"We have broken up the 


pattern o f across-the-board 
hate. We have shown a will- 
ingness to deal with anybody 
on specific issues on a practi- 
cal basis. If we have found a 
way to solve a particular 
problem, we go ahead and 
solve it." 


More specifically, the John- 


son administration insulated 
one overriding issue — Soviet- 
American relations in the mat- 
ter of nuclear weapons — 
against the pressures of politi-

WOULD WAIVE PART 


This is the way it would 


work. Each taxpayer would be 
given an exemption, in effect, 
on $267 worth of food 
and 


medicine purchases yearly, in 
the form of an income tax 
deduction of 8 dollars, or a 
cash rebate from the state 
treasury in the same amount. 
Thus the three per cent tax up 
to $267 would be waived. 


When the governor and his 


staff held their budget press 
briefing, they explained that 
they intended to exempt food 
and medicine purchases of 
persons with incomes of less 
than $3,000 from the sales tax. 


The Commission on Inter- 


governmental Relations, ob- 
served the governor, has en- 
dorsed such a plan as a way to 
reduce the regressivity factor. 
But it is not hard to guess that 
Joe Smith, earning $6,000 a 
year, will promptly understand 
that most of his essential 
purchases are tax liable, even 


in the unlikely event that he 
understands the complexity of 
the refund or tax credit ma- 
chinery suggested. 


DIFFICULT TO SELL 


There is a precedent to 


support the idea that the 
refund idea will be difficult to 
sell to the legislature, and to 
the public. 


It was advocated strongly 


some years ago when the first 
sales tax was seriously consid- 
ered. One prominent legisla- 
tor, then holding a key position 
on finance matters, complain- 
ed candidly that he found it 
difficult to understand. When 
his colleagues painstakingly 
explained it, and he thought he 
had grasped it, he returned to 
his home county and discover- 
ed that he couldn't explain it 
to the voters who had sent him 
to Madison. Others had the 
same experience, and the plan 
was not again seriously re- 
garded until Knowles brought 
it in the other day. 


The governor noted that six 


states have such a mechanism 
in their sales tax programs. 
Rather than supporting 
the 


idea, such a small number 
should have given the alarm 
signal, for most of the states 
of the country now have a 
sales tax, with direct exemp- 
tions, when they are felt to be 
needed. 


ALTERNATIVES AR'E DIF- 
FICULT 


The alternatives available, 


obviously would have been 
difficult. 


One could have been an 


increase in the tax rate from 
three and one-half or four per 
cent, with the necessities of 
life continued in exempt sta- 
tus. One suspects that if public 
reaction is a factor in these 
decisions, it would have been 
no more difficult than the tiny 
credit plan, and quite possibly 
less, remembering that many 
states of the country now levy 
at more than three per cent. 


Another would have been 


more determined pruning of 
proposed expenditures, especi- 
ally in view of the governor's 
first message which suggested 
some doubts about the justifi- 
cation for many of the dollars 
now being paid out. Politicians 
know that the governmental 
budget is rare, if indeed there 
ever was one, out of which 
some water cannot be wrung.

Methods to Determine The 'Fertile Period'

coui'se, how does a womnn 
predict when her fertile period 
will occur? 


Well ovulation (or the release 


of an ovum, which is necessary 
for starting a pregnancy) oc- 
curs roughly in mid-cycle. For 


longer than usual, an element of 
uncertainty appears. 


And how sure can we be that 


ovulation will occur exactly on 
the 14th day? Well, we can't. 
There are very few women who 
haven't experienced an occa-

the average 28-day cycle, that 
means that the ovum will 
appear 14 days after the begin- 
ning of the preceding menstrual 
cycle — or 14 days before the 
beginning of the next one. 


On the surface, that makes it 


easy. Avoid sexual activity a 
few days before and a few days 
after that "14th day" and, in 
theory, there will be no preg- 
nancy. 


But suppose either the ovum 


or sperm remains viable, or 
potentially fertile, for longer 
than a couple of days? Since we 
cannot be certain that, at times 
at least, viability may not be

sional delay in the arrival of a 
menstrual period — meaning 
that ovulation, that month, was 
a bit delayed. 


Many experts believe that the 


menstrual 
period will start 


about 14 days after ovulation; 
some think it will invariably be 
so. But obviously, you can't 
predict ovulation because you 
don't know in advance just 


when the next menstrual period 
will start. 


What about the woman whose 


cycle is not a regular 28 days? 
Suppose it is usually 21 or 22 or 
23 days? Or 30 or 35, ac also 
happens. For such women, cal- 
culating when ovulaticn will 
occur b e c o m e s considerably 
more difficult. 


One clue is helpful. At the 


time of ovulation, the body 
temperature r i s e s sharply, 
about a half degree or so. 
Keeping a daily temperature 
chart often can determine the 
time of ovulation very closely 
and can be helpful to a couple 
who are h a v i n g difficulty 
achieving pregnancy and want 
to know when the most fertile 
time is. 


The temperature method is 


not so useful to those wishing to 
avoid pregnancy, because the 
rise in temperature shows when 
ovulation is actually occurring, 
not when it is going to. The 
chart, can, however, give a 
woman some information about 
her usual pattern.
